The Assembly, backing up a 
previous adverse decision by its 
Legal Committee, rejected the 
proposal, 40 to 7, then approved 
a British resolution, 42 to 7, which 
requires governments desiring the 
surrender of war criminals to 
present adequate evidence as to 
their guilt. 


Blast by Vishinsky. 

Preceding the vote, Russian 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
T. Vishinsky took the Assembly 
floor to urge approval of the 
Yugoslav resolution, Recognizing 
that the majority would be against 
him, Vishinsky said: 

“Any resolution submitted by a 
minority group is always summar- 
ily rejected. Everything sub- 
mitted by a group which is in- 
spired by the United States and by 
the United Kingdom is good; it is 
raised on a shield and immedi- 
ately whirled through the Assem- 
bly by a majority vote. 

We are very well aware of 
that, but we are not confused by

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 1 (AP)—

FOUND IN OKLAHOMA 


Whisky Stored Under Barn 
in Cement-Lined Cave With 
Hydraulic Lift. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 1 (AP) 
—Oklahoma police officers last 
night uncovered ‘an elaborate un- 
derground cave containing liquor 
valued at $53,586 in one of the 
largest anti-liquor raids conducted 
in this legally dry state. 

The underground vault in which 
the 496 cases of whisky were 
stored, was found seven and one- 
half miles south of Guthrie. The 


cement-lined cave, excavated un- 
der a barn filled with straw, was 
equipped with an automatic hy- 
draulic lift and measured 40 feet 
by 20 feet and was about 12 feet 
high. 

Grady Muse and Percy Borden, 
Oklahoma City detectives, said the 
raid, for them, ended three weeks 
of intensive investigation. They 
said they had followed known 
whisky delivery men to the vicin- 
ity of the barn several times. 

Acting on information provided 
by Borden and Muse, L. J. Hil- 
bert, Oklahoma City police chief, 
called on state officials to aid in 
the raid. 

The barn is located on land 
owned by N. C. Miller. Miller 
said he had leased the building 
to Buford Marsh. Oklahoma coun-

committee Members Agree That Marshall 
Plan Should Be Operated by New Agency 
» ,—Stassen’s Proposal Rejected.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Averell Harri- 
man’s Committee of Nineteen” is 
edging up to its deadline. 

The committee’s report on aid 
te Europe will be published with- 
in the next few days. Obviously, 
the report will have an important 
impact on American foreign pol- 
icy. With its publication, the Mar- 
shall plan will become, for the 
first time, in fact a plan. And the 
report will be the real starting 
point of the great debate on both 
interim aid to western Europe 
and the Marshall plan as a whole. 

Even as the deadline approaches, 
certain issues remain unresolved 
within the committee. Even so, 
advance reports are sufficient to 
indicate that the committee is 
about to give birth to a pretty 
remarkable document. It will in- 
clude specific recommendations 
for the American part in the great 
task of European rehabilitation, 
And it will de free of the mean- 
ingless gobbledegook which usual- 
ly afflicts the combined effort of 
a large number of men of widely 
differing views, 

For, although last-minute changes 
are always possible, it seems like- 
ly that the report, or at least the 
heart of it, will actually be de- 
signed to be read; a most unusual 
quality in any Government report. 

According to present plans, the 
main body of the report, which 
will include the detailed analyses 
of the various subcommittees, to- 
gether with the statistics and the 
appendices which will interest 
only the specialists, will be pre- 
ceded by a short, pithy and read- 
able introduction. 


Outspoken Report Likely. 

This introduction will summa- 
rize the conclusions and recom- 
mendations of the committee, and 
the chances are that it will be a 
great deal more outspoken than 
is usual in such cases. For it is 
expected to spell out, so that he 
who runs may read, the real po- 
litical interest of the United 
States in an economically healthy 
Europe. 

The economic and humanitarian 
aspects of aid to Europe will not 
be disregarded but the overriding 
American interest in a politically 
independent western Europe will 
be frankly underscored, let the

Although no final decision has 
been taken, the committee is also 
pretty unanimously agreed on the 
form American participation in 
the Marshall plan should take.

fronts the committee is what the 
relationship should be between 
this agency and the foreign gov- 
ernments participating in the 
Marshall plan. This is certain to 
be an explosive issue when the 
Congressional debate begins. 

Stassen Idea Rejected. 
Presidential candidate Harold 
Stassen had demanded in effect 
a “moratorium on Socialism” 64 
a quid pro quo for American Aid 
to Europe, and this idea has 
found support in influential con- 
servative quarters, Thus it is in- 
teresting, the more so since the 
Harriman committee includes a 
number of politically conservative 
business men, that the committee 
has almost unanimously discarded 
the Stassen idea. 

The committee members, after 
a two-month look at the facts, 
have come to the conclusion that 
to attach such political conditions 
to the Marshall plan would be to 
sink it without trace. 

On the other hand, the commit- 
tee is also agreed that the Ameri- 
can agency administering the plan 
cannot confine its activities to 
“shoveling out the dollars and 
hoping for the best.” Otherwise, 
it is argued, what was meant to 
be permanent rehabilitation might 
become no more than temporary 
relief.

Meyer, who was assistant to for- 
mer Minnesota Gov. Harold Stas- 
sen at the San Francisco Confer- 
ence in 1945 when the United Na- 
tions Charter was drafted, is in 
St. Louis to attend the first annual 
convention of the World Federal- 
ists, today and tomorrow at Hotel 
Jefferson. Among the 300 dele- 
gates from the 37 state chapters 
of the organization who are schea- 
uled to participate in the confer- 
ence are Cass Canfield, president 
of Harper & Bros., New York pub- 
lishing firm; W. T. Holiday, presi- 
dent of Standard Oil Co, of Ohio; 
Carl Van Doren, author, and Ed- 
gar Ansel Mowrer, newspaper col; 
umnist and author. 

“The present struggle between 
the United States and Russia for 
political and economic power, and 
for control of the world is ample 
proof of the inadequacy of the 
United Nations,” Meyer said. 
“Each nation is using the threat 
of war as a diplomatic tool, ana 
the race to make each nation a 
military garrison is creating mu- 
tual fear and distrust and giving 
inhabitants a feeling of insecur- 
ity.” 

Says It Would Reduce Army. 

A system of world government 
would enforce a reduction in arm- 
aments, prohibit large military 
forces, and through a world po- 
lice organization apprehend and 
punish individuals in any nation 
who were found guilty of foment- 
ing war or building up a war ma- 
chine, he said. Such an organiza- 
tion could be established through 
the U.N. by amendment procedures 
already provided by the constitu- 
tion of that group, he said. 

Under such a plan, each nation 
would retain its national sov- 
ereignty in ideological, economic, 
social and political affairs, and 
competition among nations would 
continue if national policies did 
not lead to a threat of war, he 
said. 

The immediate program of the 
World Federalists consists of ob- 
taining support of public opinion 
in the United States and the 
adoption of the proposal as part 
of the nation’s foreign policy. 
Then, with the backing of the 
State Department, the proposal 
| would be presented to the U.N, 
for consideration and adoption,

A Bridge for the Future 


Are the interests of the metropolitan area as 
a Whole Illinois side as well as Missouri side— 
sufficiently protected by the terms of approval 
for East St. Louis’ application for permission to 
construct a new highway bridge over the 
Mississippi? 

This question arises with the announcement 
of the Missouri Public Service Commission that 
it has approved the application subject to East 
St. Louis’ conformity with the ordinance passed 
by the St. Louis Board of Aldermen. This ordi- 
nance concerns the western approach, at Third 
street between Delmar boulevard and Franklin 
avenue. A further condition is that East St. 
Louis file with affected railroads and utilities 
detailed plans and specifications indorsed by the 


St. Louis Board of Public Service. 


The value of another bridge does not need to 
be argued. Jams are common on the MacArthur 
and Eads bridges. 
undergoing extensive highway deck repairs 
which greatly slows down traffic. Were either 
bridge to be closed for any reason, transporta- 
tion to and from Illinois and the East would be 
forced through an almost impassable bottleneck. 

The East St. Louis bridge should be built for 
the future. It should be wide enough for years 
It should look ahead to the possibility 
of an airport in the Horseshoe Lake area, which 
it might serve with a direct, fast highway. It 
should reflect theibest highway designing and 
its approaches should follow the best designs. 
President Kinsey of the Board of Public Service 


needs to do more than look out for careful co- 


ordination of the St. Louis approach into plans 


for Third street and the riverfront tracks. Since 


the new structure will stand near one of the 
most gracefully arched bridges in the world, it 
should conform to best tastes in appearance. 

A question which should be faced and an- 
swered is whether the Delmar location is the 
best one. The major street plan for St. Louis, 
in existence since 1942, provides for a bridge 
at Cass avenue, which is approximately five 
blocks north. This is now part of the Master 
City Plan, announced last January, and approved 
by the Board of Aldermen. A Cass avenue lo- 
cation would be infinitely better from the 
standpoint of traffic, both present and future. 
It would also harmonize with the St. Clair coun- 


ty plan for a new inter‘state highway. 


St. Louis should co-operate as fully as possi- 
ble with the City of East St. Louis, but it has 
every reason to check all these points. 

St. Louisans have ample cause to feel they 
have been overtaxed on the east approach to 
MacArthur Bridge. It is only fair to say, how- 
ever, that these taxes are levied not by the City 
of East St. Louis, but by the taxing authority of 
St. Clair Courity, in application of state tax laws. 

Butler Act, which caused the recent increase 
in the tax on the MacArthur Bridge, was a state- 
wide measure which caused an outcry among 
IIlinois taxpayers from Chicago to Cairo. When 
East St. Louis completes its bridge, it will have 
a stake in fair taxation which will make it more 
watchful of St. Clair County assessments. And 
St. Louis will have a forceful way to register its 
complaints when taxes are excessive.

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How to Lose Needed Men 


Did Congress intend to force Herbert S. Marks 
out of his important Government post of general 
counsel for the Atomic Energy Commission?

If Alaska is preparing for statehood, if it is 
to be a major outpost in the national defense, it 
can no longer be the fief of a chosen few busi- 
ness men, There is no better time to crack 
these monopolies than right now. 
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Red Trap in Korea 

Not deceived by the gestures of righteousness 
which the Russians have been making in the 
direction of Korea, the UN Political Committee 
has recommended the adoption of the Ameri- 
can proposal for a roving commission to consult 
with Koreans on ways of assuring their early 
independence, The United States hopes that 
this body will be authorized to conduct elections 
and to observe the eventual withdrawal of occu- 
pation forces. 

The Russians had been urging that Korean 
representatives be brought to New York for a 
hearing, but John Foster Dulles denounced this 
as a time-squandering device in a situation 
which is swirling toward a crisis. It is out of 


the same cloth as the Soviet proposal that all 


troops—Russian and American—be withdrawn 
from Korea by Jan. 1. 

On the face of it, what could be more ‘fair? 
Korea neyer was an enemy country. On the 
contrary, it was freed from the Japanese, and 
guaranteed a return of self-government. So 
why should it be occupied by foreign troops? 

But it is plain by now that the Russians have 
no real intention of pulling out of Korea. They 
have gone so far as to raise a native conscript 
army in their northern zone. This force cer- 
tainly would uphold the Communist party which 
it has assiduously fostered. Furthermore, par- 
ty members have filtered into the American 
zone, and once Gen. Hodge and his troops pulled 
out, would not the Reds quickly make them- 
selves masters of the whole country? 

Actually, the Soviet proposal is nothing more 
than a maneuver to counteract the American 
suggestién that elections be held in Korea under 
UN supervision before next March 31. The 
elected government then would enter into nego- 


tiations with the Soviet Union and the United 


States for the withdrawal of occupation forces 
under satisfactory UN safeguards. 

The Russians, however, do not like free elec- 
tions. And with the UN on the job, they would 
not be able to reverse the result by coup as in 
Hungary. Hence the phony troop withdrawal 
suggestion so that the Koreans might be “free 
to work out their own government.” 

No doubt, the Red propaganda mills will make 
much of our rejection of this scheme. 
will call it another example of American “im- 
perialism.” The Russian gimmick, however, is 
much too awkward. That was demonstrated by 
the UN vote. 


On Cats and Snobbery 

Unlike dogs, cats have rather few champions. 
But they have a lavish admirer and stout de- 
fender, we discover, in James Mason—welcomed 
as a first-rate British stage and screen star, but 
who turns out also to be an able writer and 
illustrator. He devoted both of those talents 
in a recent issue of the New Vork Times, Sunday 
Magazine to a piece about the five pets he 
brought with him to the United States—and to 
cats in general. 

He is persuasive when he holds forth on their 
sense of responsibility and their limitless cour- 
age. He excuses occasional wantonness by citing 
their devotion to kittens. Their bird-killing 
propensities he dismisses with a quick reference 
to men who set packs of hounds after foxes— 
and who shoot birds. And to those who insist 
that horses, elephants and monkeys have higher 
intellectual status, he points out that elephants 
and horses are made to labor and that monkeys 
end up as organ grinders’ assistants. 

It is all very moving, especially since Mr. 
Mason’s sketches suggest a lissome grace that 
leads the mind to thoughts of Powers models 
in Adrian creations. Yet there's a rub. It 
comes when he gets around to human relations. 
Dogs, with all their friendliness and loyalty, he 
says, are the favorites of extroverts; cats, in 
their arrogance and independence, are preferred 
by folk who find them “an excellent repository 
for the untapped subservience in which they 
abound.” That's amazing humility in a man 
of the stage, but it will not hold up. 

True, cats are snobs, but that is not why 
human beings like them. Snobbery is one-way.

Probably no happier choice has ever been 
made than in awarding this year’s Nobel Peace 
Prize to the Society of Friends, the Quakers. 
Relatively few in number, they truly are a 
leaven of mankind. Themselves steadfastly op- 
posed to war, they have done more for the 
cause of peace by their example than has been 
accomplished by all the wordy winds of statés- 
men blowing almost ceaselessly around the 
globe. 

Who would say that this international con- 
ference or that premier, or yonder foreign min- 
ister really has succeeded in an effort to push 
the menace of war a little deeper into the re- 
mote shades of the future? Yet the Quakers 
have held no plenary sessions, sent out no am- 
bassadors, drawn up no pacts, treaties or agree- 
ments all be-ribboned and sealed with wax. 

These people have, however, demonstrated a 
deep respect for the life of man—something 
which the war-makers count as nought. In the 
second World War as in the first, they hurried 
to the relief of the suffering and the hungry, 
carrying on their work long after the guns were 
silenced. | 

In the year about to end, for example, the 
Ameritan Service Committee of Philadelphia 
which shares the prize with the Friends' Service 
Council of London — devoted $7,238,840 of its 
$8,365,326 budget to overseas activities. This is 
typical of the Friends’ devotion to humanity 
which, were it widespread enough, would insure 
enduring peace by making war inconceivable. 

The Quakers deserve the palm. 
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Unless it should turn into a double-feature 
program, the movie investigation is over, but it 
certainly lacked the regular sweetness-and-light 
Hollywood ending. a

Association, to the House Committee on Un-American Activities 


Im not here to try to whitewash Holly- 
wood. And I’m not here to help swing a 
tar-brush at it either. I want to stick to 
the facts as I gee them. There are several 
points I'd like to make to this committee. 
The first one is this: 

A damaging impression of Hollywood has 
spread all over the country as a result of 
last week's hearings. You have had a lot 
of sensational testimony about Hollywood, 
From some of it, the 
public would get the 
idea that Hollywood 
is running over with 
Communists. and 
Communism. What 
are the facts? 

I have said before 
that undoubtedly 
there are Commu- 
nists in Hollywood, 
but in my opinion 
the percentage is ex- 
tremely small. 

I have had a num- 
ber of close looks at 
Hollywood in the last 
two years, and I have 
looked at it through the eyes of an aver- 
age business man. I recognize there is 
bound to be a lot of show business in Hol- 
lywood. But underneath there’s the solid 
foundation of patriotic, hard-working, de- 
cent citizens.

No White House Pressure 


There is another damaging impression 
which should be corrected. The report of 
the subcommittee said “that. some of the 
most flagrant Communist propaganda films 
were produced as the result of White House 
pressure.”

Your committee has not made 
this list public. 


Again, I remind the committee that we 
have offered to put on a special showing of 
any or all of the pictures which stand ac- 
cused so that you can see for yourselves 
what's in them. 


Now I come to my third point—a vitally © 


important one to every American and to 
the system under which we live. It is free 
speech. I've been advised by some persons 
to lay off it. I’ve been told that if I men- 
tioned it I'd be playing into the hands of 
Communists. Nobody has a monopoly on the 
issue of free speech in this country. I’m not 
afraid of being right even if that puts me 
in with the wrong company. 


Gagging by Intimidation 


When I talk about freedom of speech 
in connection with this hearing, I mean 
just this: You don't need to pass a law to 
choke off free speech or seriously curtail 
it. Intimidation or coercion will do it just 
as well. You can’t make good and honest 
motion pictures in an atmosphere of fear. 


One of the most amazing paradoxes has 
grown out of this hearing. At one point we 
were accused of making Communist propa- 


Moving picture industry has some Communists but these do not 
begin to control film making, executive says; real issue is freedom - 
of expression, which is indispensable, he points out; denounces 
smear technique and urges that we make dur demo 
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ganda by not making pictures which show 
the advantages of our system. In other 
words, we were accused of putting propa- 
ganda.on the screen by keeping it out. 


That sort of reasoning is a little stagger- 
ing, especially when you know the story of 


American pictures in some foreign coun- . 


tries. We are accused of Communist propa- 
ganda at home, but in Communist-domi- 
nated countries in Europe our motion pic- 
ture films are banned because they contain 
propaganda for capitalism. ; 


Calling Taft a Communist 


To sum up this point: We insist on our 
right to decide what will or will not go in 
our pictures. We are deeply conscious of 
the responsibility this freedom involves 
and we have no intention to violate this 
trust by permitting subversive propaganda 
in.our films. 


It seems to me it is getting dangerously 


‘easy to call a man a Communist without 


proof or even, reasonable suspicion. When 
a distinguished leader of the Republican 
partyein the United States. Senate is ac- 
cused of following the Communist party 
line for introducing a housing bill, it is 
time, gentlemen, to give a, little serious 
thought to the dangers of thoughtless 
smearing by gossip and hearsay. 


Senator Taft isn’t going to worry about 


being called a Communist. But not every 
American is a Senator Taft who can prop- 
erly ignore such an accusation, Most of us 
in America are just little people, and loose 
charges can hurt little people. They can 
take away everything a man has—his live- 
lihood, his reputation and his dignity. 


Slums as Breeding Grounds 


What are we going to do positively and 
constructively about combatting Commu- 
nism? Communism must have breeding 
grounds. Men and women who have @ rea- 
sonable measure of opportunity aren't taken 
in by the prattle of Communists. Revolu- 
tions plotted by frustrated intellectuals at 
cocktail parties won't get anywhere if we 
wipe out the potential causes of Commu- 
nism.” The most effective way is to make 
democracy work, | 

The real breeding ground of Cémmunism 
is in the slums, It’s everywhere where peo- 
ple haven't enough to eat or enough to 
wear through no fault of their own. Com- 
munism hunts misery, feeds on misery, and 
profits by it. | pote

Unrationed Inflation. 


What this can mean and how to 
prevent it is a subject that is re- 
ceiving ever more serious consid- 
eration. Liberal economists, who 
recognize the need to keep at 
least a minimum of controls in 
the present period of scarcity, 
argue cogéntly that the Govern- 
ment should put more confidence 
in the price system and the law 
of supply and demand. 

“The true choice,” F. L. Paish 
of the University of London wrote 
recently, “is not between plan and 
no plan, but between planning 
through the price system and 
planning against it.” 

Paish denounced the kind of 
controls that make for “conflict- 
ing incentives.” Under such con- 
flicts, respect for law and govern- 
iment breaks down. The end, 
Paish warned, is “frustration, pov- 
erty and perhaps disaster.” 

A similar warning came from 
W. Manning Dacey, economic ad- 
viser to Lloyd's bank, speaking on 
the B. B. C., which is, incidentally, 
a Government corporation. Dacey 
pointed to the serious inflation in 
England—an inflation not in the 
pound that goes to buy rationed 
necessities but in the pound spent 
on unrationed commodities, such 
as a drinks and entertain- 
men 


Hard on Pensioners. 


The pound spent on these com- 
modities is worth only a little 
more than a third of the prewar 
pound. The pound spent on feod 
will still buy about four-fifths of 
what it bought before 1939. 

The Government’s newest aus- 
terity measures, and those yet to 
come, will inevitably hit hard, es- 
pecially on the low and middle 
come groups. Conscientious Sir 
Stafford Cripps is afraid that per- 
sons living on old-age pensions 
and those on the lowest salaries 
will be seriously harmed, Adjust- 
ments, complicated ard difficult, 
will have to be made for extreme 
hardship cases. 

That is, of course, the great dif- 
ficulty in a controlled or a par- 
tially controlled economy. Tou 
press one button intended to 
change one set of circumstances 
and you are immediately con- 
fronted with another condition in 
need of correction.

PRAGUE, Nov. 1 (AP)—The 
Slovak government’s official Bra- 
tislava radio said last night that 
the entire government had re- 
signed in the face of Labor Fed- 
eration demands for a houseclean- 
ing of cabinet ministers.

One official said the council’s

Dr. Carl Ferdinand Cori and 
his wife, Dr. Gerty Theresa Cori, 
who share the 1947 Nobel prize 
in medicine with Dr, B. A, Hous- 
say of Buenos Aires, were hon- 
ored by their colleagues of the 
Washington University faculty at 
a party last night in the Women’s 
Building on the campus, 

Prof. Carl A. Dauten, president 
of the Faculty Club, presented a 
scroll congratulating them on 
their “outstanding achievement in 
receiving the Nobel prize in 
medicine.” 

The scroll continued: “We are 
proud to be your colleagues and 
wish you continued success and 
God’s blessing in your work.” 
Signers of the scroll were Dauten 
and Mrs. Willis H. Reals, presi- 
dent of the Women’s Club of the 
university, composed of wives of 
faculty members and women 
teachers. 

About 200 persons attended the 
party. Dr. Joseph Erlanger, pro- 
fessor emeritus of physiology in 
the School of Medicine, winner 
of the Nobel prize in medicine and 
physiology in 1944, joined other 
faculty. members in extending 
personal congratulations to the 
Coris, as he had done Oct. 23, 
when it became known at the 
medical school that they had won 
the prize. 

The fourth Nobel prize winner 
of the university faculty, Chan- 
cellor Arthur H. Compton, took 
an airplane from Chicago, hoping 
to attend the ceremones, but rain 
kept the plane from landing here 
and it went on to Memphis. Dr. 
Compton shared the Nobel prize 
in physics in 1927 with Prof. C. T. 
R. Wilson of Cambridge Univer- 
sity, England. 

When the scroll was presented 
to the Coris in the lounge, both 
smiled and bowed to the group, 
but neither spoke in response. 
Later they joined in the grand 
march, dancing and games in the 
gymnasium. 

The. biochemist and his wife 
won the prize for their research 
discoveries explaining the manner 
in which starch in converted into 
sugar in the body. Each will re- 
ceive $16,307 as his share of the 
prize. 

A fifth St. Louis Nobel prize 
winner is Dr. Edward A. Doisy, 
professor of biochemistry at St.

WASHINGTON REFUSED 


Executors Required No Racial 
Discrimination in Use of 
Law Scholarships. 


A $15,000 scholarship fund to 


assist law students without dis- 
crimination because of color, 
which was rejected Thursday by 
Washington University after ini- 
tial acceptance, was ordered turned 
over to St. Louis University yes- 
terday by Probate Judge Giendy 
B. Arnold, 

St. Louis University has accept- 
ed the gift, which was established 
under the will of Mrs. Flora 8. 
Frank, it was announced by Jesse 
A. Wolfort, one of the executors 
of the estate. The university has 
been admitting Negroes as stu- 
dents for several years. 

Washington University, which 
admits Negroes only to its medical 
school, turned down the fund after 
Vice Chancellor Charles Belknap 
said in a statement that univer- 
sity officials had differed with 
the executors over interpretation 
of the terms of the gift. The 
executors’ interpretation, he said, 
“involved the possibility of shap- 
ing the admissions policy of the 
school of law.” 

At the time Washington first 
accepted the gift, a university of- 
ficial said admission of Negroes 
was not involved and that there 
would be no change in the school’s 
policy on Negroes. 

Under terms of Mrs. Frank’s 
will, the fund was to be turned 
over to a university to assist law 
students at the discretion of the 
executors. Terms of the gift, as 
specified by the executors, were 
that “there be no discrimination 
in the selection of students to be 
assisted nor in granting of as- 
sistance because of race, religion, 
color, place of origin, nationality 
or sex.” 

The fund is known as the Emil 
S. Strauss Fund, in memory of 
Mrs. Frank's brother, a retired 


millinery merchant, who died in 
1939, leaving an estate estimated at 
$321,480, Mrs. Frank died last 
year,

The British have been spending 
about $400,000,000 a year to main- 
tain the civilian economy of their 
part of the merged British- 
American zones. Of that amount 
$280,000,000 has actually been 
spent in dollars and the rest, 
amounting to $120,000,000, has 
been spent in pounds sterling. 

During the negotiations here the 
British are understood to have 
indicated that they would be able 
to buy more of the supplies re- 
quired in Germany with pounds 
sterling, the total of the increase 
being about $70,000,000. This, un- 
der the prospective new arrange- 
ment would increase the British 
expenditure in pounds to about 
190,000,000 and fix the new total 
cost to be assumed by the United 
States for next year at about 
$210,000,000. 

In addition, the British asked 
for relief from some remaining 
dollar expenditures this year be- 
ginning in early October. This is 
reported to total about $40,000,000, 
making the grand total of prospec- 
tive additional American. expendi- 
tures in Germany from the pres- 
ent through next year approxi- 
mately $250,000,000.

Line Policy Has Been 


_ Revived. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UF) 
Organized ‘labor hailed the resig- 
nation of rent director Frank 
Creedon today as a sign that the 
Administration has revived its 
hold-the-line policy on rents. 

Union sources were cheered 
further by the statement of Cree- 
don’s successor, Tighe E. Woods, 
that he is convinced “now More 
than ever” that rent controls must 
be continued. 

Creedon had been under heavy 
fire from labor and consumer 
groups for the last several weeks, 
since he approved a general rent 
increase for Louisville (Ky.) land- 
lords. The opposition became in- 
creasingly bitter when an aid said 
Creedon’s policy was to sanction 
almost automatically all local 
board recommendations for higher 
rents. 

Union Demanded Dismissal. 

Harvey W. Brown, president of 
the independent International As- 
sociation of Machinists, had de- 
manded that President Truman 
fire Creedon. The AFL and CIO 
had called for a firm policy on 
rents. ; 

Creedon, a construction engineer 
by profession, quit to supervise 
the building of a new atomic en- 
ergy installation for General Elec- 
tric Coat Hanford, Wash. Tru- 
man accepted his. resignation 
“with reluctance.” 

Creedon’s resignation was so 
sudden that Woods did not even 
know he had been chosen to suc- 
ceed him until told by reporters. 
A 37-year-old former real estate 
man, he had served as Creedon’s 
deputy director,

Members of his staff, he said, 
are being sent to communities 
where general rent increases have 
been proposed. They will gather 
the facts, and each ease will be 
judged on its merits.

a. HUNDREDOS FILE 
WITH LABOR BOARD 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board today began winnowing 
through hundreds of last-minute 
union compliances with the non- 
Communist provision of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

Just under the wire was the big 
CIO United Auto Workers’ Union, 
whose executive board reversed 
a previous stand and informed the 
NLRB the necessary papers would 
be filed as soon as possible, 

The AFL United Mine Workers 
headed by John J, Lewis and the 
CIO United Steel Workers de- 
clined to file. 

Both stood pat, past last mid- 
night’s deadline, on their refusal 
to file the non-Communist pledges 
and financial statements required 
by the law. This means the 350,- 

000 UMW members and the 800,- 
000 steel workers are barred from 
services of the NLRB. 

The steel workers, however, 
stepped in at the eleventh hour 
with a challenge expected to lay 
the groundwork for a court test of 
the board’s power to make the 
non-Communist rule stick. 

The UAW, despite its compli- 
ance, had taken a similar legal 


Specifically, the steel workers 
questioned the board’s authority to 
toss out 22 already-pending cases 
involving union petitions for col- 
lective bargaining rights. 

The union filed with the board 
a petition asserting dismissal of 
these cases would be “illegal, in- 
valid, based on an improper con- 
struction of the National Labor 
Relations Act and the powers and 
duties thereunder, and unconstitu- 
tional.” 

Eugene Cotton, assi tant coun- 
sel of the union, told reporters 
that “at some stage” of the chal- 
lenge the steel workers would con- 
test tt »on-Communist and finan- 
cial information requirements. 

A board spokesman, counting 
up the last day’s developments, 
said “this definitely breaks the 
log jam.”

DEWEY FOR “KEEPING

‘I Don’t Believe in Govern- 
ment by Crisis,’ He 
Declares. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1 (AP)—Gov. 
Thomas E, Dewey said last night 
“I do not believe in government by 
crisis” and added “only bunglers 
and incompetents fail to see the 
crisis coming and to meet it be- 
fore it becomes one.” 

“I believe in knowing the prob- 
lem ahead of time, finding out 
exactly what has to be done and 
then getting it done,” he said. “I 
believe in working out problems 
with the duly elected representa- 
tives of the people in the free give- 
and-take of conference, and giving 
the right answers on the basis of 
the best technical advice there is 
after the fullest discussion among 
those charged with responsibility.’

ROAST SHOULDER OF LAMB 
WITH VEGETABLE STUFFING 


One medium onion (diced), one- 
half cup celery. (chopped), three 
tablespoons green pepper 
(chopped), three-fourths cup raw 
carrot (grated), two cups soft 
bread crumbs, one and one-fourth 
teaspoons salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, one-half teaspoon 
paprika, one-fourth cup melted 
‘fat, four pounds shoulder of lamb 
(cut with “pocket” for stuffing). 

Combine first 10 ingredients. 
Fill pocket of meat ey 
Fasten together with skewers or 
tie securely with cord, Brush with 
additional fat. Season with two 
teaspoons additional salt and one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper. Roast in 
moderate oven (350 degrees Fah- 
renheit), allowing 45 minutes per 
pound. Serve six to eight, with 
leftovers. 

PAN-ROASTED POTATOES: 


Pare eight medium potatoes and 
boil 10 minutes. Arrange around 
roast in roasting pan and bake 
40-60 minutes, or until tender, 
turning occasionally and basting 
with fat in pan. Plan so that the 
meat and potatoes are done at the 
same time.

N advertisement in Fortune 

magazine this month attempts 

to bring home to people a fact 
which many of us had hoped the 
business and agricultural world 
would face sometime ago. This 
advertisement points out that we 
should send tractors and other 
farm machinery to Europe. They 
are asking for 12,000 heavy trac- 
tors and 14,000 light tractors with 
which to plow and cultivate their 
fields. By sending this machin- 
ery, we might possibly be able to 
cut our exports of wheat, accord- 
ing to this advertisement, to 55 
per cent of the present amount 
and thereby not only help Europe 
to feed herself but curtail our 
rising price index. 

* * * 

OUR PEOPLE pay indirectly 
for this wheat we send to Europe. 
The Government buys it from the 
farmers, but the farmers and the 
rest of the people of the United 
States pay for it through their 
taxes. Temporarily, of course, 
the farmers feel better off. There- 
fore, they make greater demands 
for farm machinery, and cultivate 
more and more land so as to send 
more and more wheat out of the 
country. 


The proposal to export more ma- 
chinery rather than more wheat 
sounds like common sense to me. 
Machinery sent to Europe will en- 
able them to produce for their 
own use and for export, so that 
they can begin to repay their 
debts and buy other things from 
us, Only in that way can we ever 
hope to recover what we have 
put into Europe. 


This is a purely dollars-and- 
cents proposition. There are 
other things which cannot, be 
measured in dollars and cents but

And I hope that the 
women of modest means, as well 
as those who are better off, will 
feel a sense of responsibility, 
since the greatest turn-over of 
money is in the hands of those 
who have modest incomes,

N trying to keep our food 
| needs within the limit of our 

food budget these days, there 
is danger of skimping on some 
vital essentials and sooner or 
later our health will be impaired. 
One class of foods which we may 
not get enough of are those sup- 
plying Vitamin C — the anti- 
scurvy vitamin. We need. every 
day of our lives from 75 to 150 
milligrams of this vitamin and 
this means a serving daily of cit- 
rus fruits or tomatoes, melons or 
strawberries and besides ordinary 
servings of such foods 43 cab- 
bage, carrots, green pepper, broc- 
coli, rutabagas and potatoes. 

But the trouble is that besides 
the first four named foods we 
often eat the other foods cooked 
or served in such a way that most 
of this vitamin has been destroyed. 
Carrots and cabbage shredded soon 
lose vitamin C, so when they are 
used, shred immediately before 
they are to be served, Cook po- 
tatoes always in salt water. 

Experiments show that from 16 
to 19 per cent more vitamin C 
remains when they are cooked in 
salt water. The salt prevents the 
oxygen from destroying the vita- 
min. And potatoes raw are even 
a better source than the cooked 
ones and whole nationa have 
been able to avoid scurvy when 
their people were generous eat- 
ers of potatoes. ile a diet may 
not be inadequate enough to pro- 
duce scurvy, yet there will be a 
lack of energy, pain in the joints, 
a poor complexion and the blood 
vessels will cease to be elastic 
and strong. Keeping up with a 
good supply of Vitamin C keeps 
our body young.
